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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 16-25, and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over JP- 
11317283. 

JP-1 1317283 discloses a process for producing a ceramic heater comprising forming a 
resistance heating element on a surface of a ceramic substrate, dividing the heating element, 
trimming/cutting the heating element to adjust the resistivity of each of the plural sections to a 
desired value, heating element is a conductor containing paste layer, the ceramic substrate 
comprises a nitride, the ceramic substrate has a disc shape, and the heating element is configured 
to provide heat for a semiconductor device (abstract, Figure 2). While JP-1 1317283 does not 
disclose measuring a resistivity of each of the plural sections of the heater, it would be obvious to 
measure each of the plural sections prior to trimming to determine the amount of trimming 
needed to achieve the desired value. 

JP-1 1317283 discloses the claimed invention except for a ceramic substrate with a Ra of 
10 microns or less, a heating element with a thickness of 1-30 microns, a ceramic substrate of 
1.5-5 mm and a diameter of 190 mm. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to have included a Ra of 10 microns or less, a heating 
element with a thickness of 1-30 microns, a ceramic substrate of 1.5-5 mm and a diameter of 190 
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mm, since it has been held that where the general conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior 
art, discovering the optimum or workable ranges involves only routine skill in the art. 

3. Claims 26-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over JP- 
1 1317283 as applied to claim 16 above, and further in view of Caddock (US4670734). 

JP-1 1317283 discloses all of the recited subject matter except trimming heating element 
via a laser, grinding. Caddock discloses trimming a heating element via a laser (column 2, line 
57-column 3, line 14). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to have included trimming via a laser as taught by Caddock in the 
process of JP-1 1 3 1 7283 because, trimming a heating element via a laser prevents voltage 
breakdown or arcing between portions of the pattern because the widths of the gaps between 
adjacent apexes are sufficiently large.
